them in the United States Senate. 


Not the least important of the declar- 


ations of this convention was a resolu- 
tion providing for the organization ol 
a Democratic league, pledged to pro- 
mote the eleotion of United States 
Senators by direct vote of the people. 
The object of this league is not only to 
oarry out the purposes of the conven- 
tion in Virginia, but to secure co-oper- 
ation of Democrats in ether portions 
of the Union. The Virginia Democrats 
have taken the first organized step, 
and it ia in the right direction. It the 
change is made it must be mainly 
through the Democratic party. While 
there is no denbt but enough BepubJi- 
oan States would oast majority votes 
ratifying such a constitutional conven- 
tion as is needed, the trouble will be 
to get it first through Congress for the 
people to vote upon. It is to be hopec 
that the Democrats in every State will 
follow the lead ol their Virginia breth- 
ren and that similar leagues will be- 
come part and parcel of all Democratic 
State organization throughout the en- 
tire oonntry.

other assessments. Why shoold not 
lands be assessed for what they ure 
worth? The Central Pacific Railroad 
company, for instance, is assessed at 
17 cents an acre on 2,644,483 acres of 
land. Citizens are charged by the 
Government $1,26 an (tore for land 
which is no better. Here is an oppor- 
tunity to add several millions of dol- 
lars to the tax roll of the State.—Silver 
State.

railroad and $1.25 for other land of tbe 
same class, ia about the same proposi- 
tion that the Southern Faoiflic pays on 
its other property in the State. If all 
property is to be assessed at its lull 
valuation and without discrimination, 
why not assess the 0. P. track at $50- 
000 instead ot $10,000 per mile? Why 
limit it to the land owned by the Com- 
pany? However, tbe suggestion is a 
good one as far as it goes, bat it doesn't 
go far enough.

Now of 
all othera ia the time to deal wisely 
with the peoples who have for the 
present become warde of the United 
States, for which reason tbe best 
offices of tbe government should be 
directed with wisdom and prudence. 
Tbe confidence o( the Filipino people 
will have to be gained by a firm and 
kind oonrae on the part of tbe United 
State*; and for the purpose of shaping 
existing condition* and formulating 
new and more civilized method* than 
these peoples have known, tbe Presi- 
dent and Congress should have all tbe 
light there ie to be obtained. Admiral 
Dewey, because of hi* fine common 
ssnse and observing mind, connected 
with his opportunities for observation, 
make him above all other* tbe man to 
advise and help in shaping tha action 
of the United States government in 
the near future in matters pertaining 
to the Filipinoa and their government. 


It is expected that tha Admiral will 


aall on Monday for New York on hie 
flagship, tbe Olympia, by way of the 
Suez Oanal. All dinners, banquet*, 
and ovations tendered to him by cities, 
boards of trade and individual* have 
been declined. The reason given for 
declining these invitations ia tbat be 
needa rest to recover his health, which 
is in a bad condition from over work 
and care since bis arrival at Manila 
more than a year ago.
